New Constitution 
Planned

Yo 4 ‘Rome, June 1. 

At a’meeting or the Italian Ca- 
binet this morning the new con- 
stitution of the territory to be 
known as Italian East Africa, 
which comprises Bthiopla, Eritrea 
and Itallan Somaliland, was ap- 
proved. 

The constitution comes into force 
immediately and places:the huge 
area under a-Viceroy, who will be 
governor-general, with five gover~ 
Nors. 

The Viceroy. will be assisted by 
a governing Council, including the 
highest officials of the territory, 
and a General Consultative Coun- 
cfl,- including six Italian citizens, 
not natives, chosen by ‘the Viceroy, 
and six native notables. 

The Governorships are Eritrea, 
with the capital at Asmara; Am~ 
‘hara, with tts capital at Gondar; 
Galla and Sidamo, with Jimma 
their capltal; Marrar, capital Har- 
rar, and Somaiiland, with the pre- 
sent’ ‘capital, Mogadisclo. a 
"Addis Ababa will be the capital 
of Italian East SAfrica, and will 
have. a special administration, with 
its own Governor. ,

lost to the China Coast on Sunday 


when Captain’ F, S. Adey, whart 
manager of Holt's Wharf, leaves on 
board the ss. Sarpedon for Eng- 
land, where he ‘is to retire 
with his wife and family. As 
he' himself put ie. in an.-in- 
terview yesterday, “We are re- 
tiring to Birkenhead for a start. 
and will drop anchor there for a 
while und look around ‘for a per- 
manent mooring afterwards. = 


Captain Adey first went to sea 
on August 18, 1896, in the days of 
“wind and silll. " He first came, out. 
to China in 1898, when- ie ar- 
rived in Hong Kong on board the 
tull-rigged ship Yola, belonging to 
Macdermot Greenshlelds, of Liver- 
pool, By an odd coincidence, the 
offices of this company at home’ 
were next dook to those of Alfred 
Holt & Co; he,joined the Blue 
Funnel Line in 1909,"and has been 
with them ever since. 


He arrived in Shanghal in ‘is, 
when he took over the post of as- 
sistant wharf manager of Holt’s 
Whart, and held this post. until 
1928, when he was promoted wharf 
manager. During this time, in| 
keeping with the policy ' of the 
company, he was interchanged with 
Hong Kong several times, but, ge- 
netally speaking Shanghal has 
been his home. His two young sans 
are pupils of the Cathedral School 
for Boys, and.are sailing for Eng- 
land with him. He has not yet 
decided where. te put them to 
school there, as that will, in a large J 
measure, depend on where he and 
Mrs. Adey settle “In the country 
somewhere; I hate towns.”: 


"SERVICE AT SEA 


He was a captain at sea al 
through the war, on.both the North 
Atlantic and China runs; his ships: 
on these runs.included the Beilero-. 
Phon and the Ajax, respectively. 
He was in command of the next 
stip in line. tothe Tuscania, when 
that ship had the misfortune to: be 
torpedoed. off the North coast of 
Ireland, but, generally speaking, he 
had “good luck all through the 
piece.” In 1927, when he was in. 
Hong Kong, he was presented with ; 
the MBE," 


He tepudiated any suggestion 
tha, his life at sea had been’ at} 
all adventurous, and proved ex- 
tremely reticent when asked to 
draw-upon his fund of reminiscen- 
ces for the benefit of the inter- 
| viewer. Not unexpectedly, ‘however, 
he was full of his plans for his re- 
tirement, which are purposely..va- 
gue, as he wants to “look arotind 
a bit first.” 

He was born in Bristol, but does 
not intend to go back: to that city, | 
as he doubts {f there is anyone’ 
there whom he will remernber. He 
intends to settle ‘somewhere in ‘‘the 
country, Probably in the north ot 
England,” but, until he has got his 
bearings ‘does ‘not intend to. com- 
mit himself.—(N.C.D.N.).

COMMITTEE WORK 


‘All these ‘letters have to be an- 
swered and take up much time. 
The morning generally are occupled 
in sitting on committee. The sec- 
ond floor of the House js a row of 
committee rooms and most com- 
mittee work is done in the morning. 
Many of them are long and I can 
recall sitting on one committee for 
two years Glscussing conditions in 
Kenya. 

People often say tMat legislation. 
ir. England passes too easily and 
that there is too much legislation, 
but that is not the case. My fear 
1s that if there ts trouble in Eng- 
land and We have not time to deal 
with it, lt will be because our pro- 
cedure {s so slow that we cannot 
bring our laws up to conditions of 
the 20th century. I was once a 
member of a committee discussing-a 
certain law and found, that the 
original law had been passed in the 
Gays of Richard II and nothing new 
nad been added since. : 

A Bill i Parliament goes first’ to, 
the first reading which is purely 
Tormal and then passes to the sec- 
ond reading and a big debate which 
may take two or three days.” After 
the second reading comes the com- 
miltee stage that is so long. The 
bili may have 133 clauses but not 
a line; a clause, a sentence ora 
word ts not challenged by the op- 
position: and studied carefwily. 
However slowly it passes through 
the committee steges, the, opposi- 
tion is not always troublesome, for 
sometimes very useful suggestions 
and improvements are suggested. 
I recall one bill taking six months 
in the committee ‘stages. 


INTO THE LORDS. 


Then comes the third reading 
and the Bill.goes to the House of 
Lords where the same thing hap- 
pens all over’ again, 

At the opening of the day comes 
the most :interesting time—ques- 
tion time, the charter of British 
Hberty, one of the ‘finest things in 
our constitution, when the search- 
light can be turned on all govern- 
ment departments.

| (Laughter), Another one, which I 
did not.hear but which Lord Snell 
vouched for was "You have drawn a 
herring across the trail, but last 
night it came home,to roost.” 
(Laughter). 

I can recall many Commons cele- 
britles—Jack Jones, who discussing 
the flight. of the pound crisis satd 
“The pound has: flown from me 
ever since I wax a boy,” and Miss 
Margaret Bondfleld, cabinet ml- 
nister and Privy Councillor. iIt is a 
fine thing when a woman can rise 
from.a humble shop assistant to 
such a high post, (Applause). I 
recall her standing at.the historic 
desk, marked by. the signet rings 
on the thumping hands of Palmers- 
ton, Disraell and Gladstone, from 
3.45 p.m. to 10.15 a.m. resisting ex- 
tremist members who were trying 
to drag concessions from her. She 
was always calm and cool and when 
she retired even her opponents 
cheered her. (Applause).
